Activity over the past weekend seemed to concentrate on 40/17/12/10 meters. In "The Daily

It also counts as 5Z for 
DXCC purposes, of course. The team will be active with two stations on CW, SSB and RTTY 
on all bands from 160-10 meters, with the exception of 30 meters, which is not permitted in 
Kenya. There is hope for a special callsign to be announced closer to their departure date. QSLs 
will be handled by G3S WH: Phil Whitchurch, 21 Dickensons Grove, Congresbury, Bristol, 
BS49 5HQ, United Kingdom or via the RSGB bureau.

Lyon Dx Gang Association have announced 
the following important procedures in mailing for FTSZH QSL cards: 


1. All cards sent by bureau will be QSLed via the bureau. 
2. All cards sent with sufficient postage will be returned direct, provided that the following 
new procedures are followed: 

a. In order to speed up the return process, the postage and the envelopes will be 
standardized. The envelopes will be provided by the European Council, so 
PLEASE DO NOT SEND A RETURN ENVELOPE. 

b. Instead, please send a printed address label with your QSL card. If you do not 
supply a label, then make sure that your COMPLETE and CORRECT mailing 
address is on your QSL card. If not, put it on a piece of paper ATTACHED to your 
card. If you have absolutely no way to produce a printed label, then the Lyon DX 
Gang will write your address manually on the envelope which will take longer for 
them to process. 

c. Very important! All direct QSLs MUST be sent to the club address given below. 
Cards sent by mistake to the pilot stations will be forwarded via the BUREAU 
only, so this will be a very slow process.
